.at the meeting of the sub-exchange 
managers in the offices of the Florida 
Citrus Exchange in Tampa Tuesday, 
.according to B. B. Bledsoe of this city, 
manager of the Indian River sub-ex- 
change, who attended the meeting and 
returned home Tuesday night. 


That the percentage of decay in 


the bulge pack was considerably less 
than in flat packed boxes was estab- 
lished, figures showing that decay had 
been reduced from the old average of 
3 to 4 per cent to as low as seven- 
tenths of one per cent under the bulge 
pack. 


The sub-exchange managers 
went 


on record as strongly favoring the 
retention of the bulge pack and ar- 
rangements • were made to have the 
exchange represented at the hearing 
on this" aubject in Jacksonville on the 
16th by C. E. Stewart, business man- 
ager of the exchange, together with 
E. D. Dow, traffic manager of the ex- 
change. C. H. Walker of Bartow, A. T. 
Gumprecht of Bradentown and H. N. 
Barnes of Fort Myers on behalf o£ the 
various sub-exchanges.

"His Majesty the Kaiser hears 


that you have secrificed nine sons 
in defense df the Fatherland in 
the present war. His Majesty is 
immensely gratified at the fact, 
and in recognition is pleased to 
send 
you his photograph, 
with

ture."

A letter written by the kaiser to a German woman who has 


ost nine sons in the war is now going the rounds of the Eu- 
opean press. It is particularly interesting to Americans be- 
ause of its sharp contrast to the famous letter of President 
incoln to Mrs. Bixby during the American Civil war. 
The 


aiser is "gratified," and sends his photograph. 
Lincoln was 


rieved, and, as the letter is recalled, it did not occur to him 
iat his picture would relieve jthe desolation of Mrs. Bixby. 


The text of the two letters is as follows: 


Lincoln's Letter 


Dear 
Madam—I 
have 
been 


shown in the files of the war 
department a statement of the 
adjutant 
general 
of Massachu- 


setts that you are the mother of 
five sons who have died glori- 
ously on the field of battle. 
I 


feel how weak and fruitless must 
be any words of mine which 
should attempt to beguile you 
from the grief of a loss so over- 
whelming. But I cannot refrain 
from tendering to you the con- 
solation that may be found in 
the thanks of the republic they 
died to save. 
I pray that our 


Heavenly Father 
may 
assuage 


the 
anguish of your 
bereave- 


ment and leave you only the 
cherished memory of the loved 
and lost, and the solemn pride 
that must be yours to have laid 
so costly a sacrifice upon the 
altar of freedom. 


That Emperor William is in more than a few respects 


unlike Abraham Lincoln does not need much proving to many 
people at this late day. 
There is, therefore, nothing of the 


surprising in the dissimilarity between the letter sent by the 
jerman monarch to a woman whose nine sons had been killed 
n this war while righting for him and the one which the 
American president wrote to a mother whose five sons had 
'alien in the war to preserve the Union. 
But these documents, 


as printed above in parallel columns, while not particularly 
nformative, were beautifully illustrative of essential differ- 
ences between the two men, between their mental attitudes, 
and between the relations in which each saw himself standing 
with respect to the sacrifices imposed by war on the inhabit- 
ants of their respective countries. 


The kaiser expressed his recognition of the mother's loss, 


and thought to assuage her grief by sending her his photograph, 
"with frame and autographed signature." 
A noble and a 


precious gift! 
But, before viewing it with laughter or 


scorn, it is well to remember that the recipient may have 
viewed it exactly as did the giver. 
If she believes, as she pre- 


sumably does, in the divine right of kings, it may be that she 
was appreciably comforted in her bereavement, and at any 
rate it can safely be assumed that the kaiser honestly thought 
she would be. 


Lincoln, naturally, did not send his photograph to the 


mother who had lost five sons, and he admitted that no words 
of his could mitigate her sorrow. 
All he felt that he could do 


was to thank her in behalf of the republic her sons had died 
to save, and to remind her of the pride she had a right to feel 
who had "laid so costly a sacrifice upon the altar of freedom." 


So speaks the representative of autocracy and so the ex- 


ponent of democracy. 
Each of the letters is a characteristic 


product of the country in which it originated, as of the man 
who wrote it. .Today the two exemplify the causes for which so 
many men are dying on both sides of the lines between the 
central powers and their confederated opponents.

lias been appointed "county police- 
man" to see that the bad boys ana 
girls do not jump school. At the pre- 
sent time, there are only four special 
tax school districts in the 
county 


which have not adopted compulsory 
school attendance. All children from 
S to 14 years of age will be compelled 
to attend school, or to show cause why 
they do not attend eighty days of each 
year. 
The law applies to white and 


colored children alike. 


Mr. Galbreath is now engaged in 


making a school census of the county. 
He will have to visit every home in 
the county, obtain the name and age 
of every child between the ages of 6 
and 21. date of birth, name of parents, 
etc. He will make this report in trip- 
licate, one copy going to the County 
School Board records, One to the State 
suptrintendant, and one to be kept by 
the truant officer. At the opening of 
school, the truant officer will furnish 
to the principal of the school the name 
of every child who should be in at- 
tendance; every Friday, the principal 
will report back to the truant officer 
the name of each child absent 
The 


truant officer will then visit the home 
and find out why the child was absent. 
If the cause is not deemed sufficient 
the truant officer wil be compelled by 
law to swear out a warrant for the par- 
ent or guardian, who upon conviction

Sidney Williams of Oak Hill, who is 
in the quartermasters' school of fire 
at Fort Sill, Oklahoma, to his grand- 
mother, Mrs. F. M. Coleman, gives a 
good idea of the surroundings and 
training under which the young man 
is working: 


"Your letter came alright, and the

HARDY WRITES 


PARENTS ABOUT MEETING HIS 


BROTHER VICTOR IN BATTLE 


ZONE. 


Apart for two years without seeing 


each other and most of that time not 
knowing where the other one was 
located, to meet in the battle zone in 
France, was the experience of the 
Hardy brothers of this city, Oliver 
and Victor, sons of Mr. and Mrs. R. 
P. Hardy. Both boys are in the ser- 
vice of the United States army, Oliver 
having enlisted before Victor decided 
to offer his services to his country. 
In writing to their parents here each, 
of the boys, knowing the other was 
'somewhere in France," asked for the 
brother's address, in the hope that 
they might be near enough together 
for a meeting. 


The circumstances of the meeting 


and other interesting features of his 
life at the front is told in the follow- 
ing letters from Corp. Oliver Hardy to 
his mother:

That the bulge pack used in pack- 


-ing most of the citrus fruit shipped 
from Florida and the standard method 
of packing employed by the Florida 
•Citrus Exchange possesses many ad- 
vantages over the old flat pack for- 
merly in use in this state, was the 
unanimous opinion of those present 
•at the meeting of the sub-exchange 
managers in the offices of the Florida 
Citrus Exchange in Tampa Tuesday, 
according to B. B. Bledsoe of this city, 
manager of the Indian River sub-ex- 
change, who attended the meeting and 
returned home Tuesday night. 


That the percentage of decay in 


the bulge pack was considerably less 
than in flat packed boxes was estab- 
lished, figures showing that decay had 
been reduced from the old average of 
3 to 4 per cent to as low as seven- 
tenths of one per cent under the bulge 
pack. 


The sub-exchange managers went 


on record as strongly favoring the 
retention of the bulge pack and ar- 
rangements • were made to have the 
exchange represented at the hearing 
on this" aubject in Jacksonville on the 
16th by C. E. Stewart, business man- 
ager of the exchange, together with 
E. D. Dow, traffic manager of the ex- 
change. C. H. Walker of Bartow, A. T. 
Gumprecht of Bradentown and H. N. 
Barnes of Fort Myers on behalf of the 
various sub-exchanges. 


The railroad administration is said 


to be opposed to the bulge pack large- 
ly through a misunderstanding. Tab- 
ulated figures covering the experience 
of a number of years prove the bulge 
pack preferable to the flat packed 
boxes from the standpoint of speed, 
of packing, economy and the better 
transportation of fruit thus packed, 
and in addition to these things it is 
said that experience has proven that 
bulge packed 
boxes 
meet with a 


readier sale in the north. 
. General Sales Manager F. L. Skelly 
gave those present at the meeting a 
general outline of the plans of the 
•exchange for popularizing grapefruit 
in the north by a special advertising 
and merchandising campaign, and it 
. is felt that in spite of the shortage of 
sugar, which is generally used in con- 
nection with grapefruit, it will be pos- 
sible to find a good market for grape- 
fruit throughout the season. 


The outlook for excellent prices on 


oranges throughout the season was 
declared to be considerably strength- 
ened by the latest reports from Cali- 
fornia, where weather conditions have 
cause much of the green navels on 
the trees to drop, so that the Cali- 
fornia crop will not be nearly so large 
as was at first anticipated. 


That Florida will have a fine crop 


of citrus fruits, and that excellent 
prices may be expected, unless some- 
thing wholely unforeseen occurs, was 
the opinion expressed, and those pres- 
ent at the meeting were very opti- 
mistic in their expressions concern- 
ing the outlook for the various cit- 
rus counties represented.

His Majesty is 
immensely gratified at the fact, 
and in recognition is pleased to 
send you his photograph,

ture."

A letter written by the kaiser to a German woman who has 


lost nine sons in the war is now going the rounds of the Eu- 
ropean press. It is particularly interesting to Americans be- 
cause of its sharp contrast to the famous letter of President 
Lincoln to Mrs. Bixby during the American Civil war. 
The 


kaiser is "gratified," and sends his photograph. 
Lincoln was 


grieved, and, as the letter is recalled, it did not occur to him 
that his picture would relieve jthe desolation of Mrs. Bixby. 


The text of the two letters is as follows: 


Lincoln's Letter 


Dear 
Madam—I 
have 
been 


shown in the files of the war 
department a statement of the 
adjutant 
general 
of Massachu- 


setts that you are the mother of 
five sons who have died glori- 
ously on the field of battle. 
I 


feel how weak and fruitless must 
be any words of mine which 
should attempt to beguile you 
from the grief of a loss so over- 
whelming. But I cannot refrain 
from tendering to you the con- 
solation that may be found in 
the thanks of the republic they 
died to save. 
I pray that our 


Heavenly Father may assuage 
the anguish of your 
bereave- 


ment and leave you only the 
cherished memory of the loved 
and lost, and the solemn pride 
that must be yours to have laid 
so costly a sacrifice upon the 
altar of freedom. 


That Emperor William is in more than a few respects 


unlike Abraham Lincoln does not need much proving to many 
people at this late day. 
There is, therefore, nothing of the 


surprising- in the dissimiliarity bet-ween the letter sent by the 
German monarch to a woman whose nine sons had been killed 
in this war while fighting for him and the one which the 
American president wrote to a mother whose five sons had 
fallen in the war to preserve the Union. 
But these documents, 


as printed above in parallel columns, while not particularly- 
informative, were beautifully illustrative of essential differ- 
ences between the two men, between their mental attitudes, 
and between the relations in which each saw himself standing 
with respect to the sacrifices imposed by war on the inhabit- 
ants of their respective countries. 


The kaiser expressed his recognition of the mother's loss, 


and thought to assuage her grief by sending her his photograph, 
"with frame and autographed signature." 
A noble and a 


precious gift! 
But, 
before viewing it with laughter or 


scorn, it is well to remember that the recipient may have 
viewed it exactly as did the giver. 
If she believes, as she pre- 


sumably does, in the divine right of kings, it may be that she 
was appreciably comforted in her bereavement, and at any 
rate it can safely be assumed that the kaiser honestly thought 
she would be. 


Lincoln, naturally, did not send his photograph to the 


mother who had lost five sons, and he admitted that no words 
of his could mitigate her sorrow. 
All he felt that he could do 


was to thank her in behalf of the republic her sons had died 
to save, and to remind her of the pride she had a right to feel 
who had "laid so costly a sacrifice upon the altar of freedom." 


So speaks the representative of autocracy and so the ex- 


ponent of democracy. 
Each of the letters is a characteristic 


product of the country in which it originated, as of the man 
who wrote it. .Today the two exemplify the causes for which so 
many men are dying on both sides of the lines between the 
central powers and their confederated opponents.

COUNTY SCHOOL CENSUS 


BeLand News: 
M. A. Galbreath of 


Now Smyrna, recently appointed tru- 
ant officer for Volusia county, spent 
Monday in 
DeLand. Mr Galbreath 


lias been appointed "county police- 
man" to see that the bad boys an& 
girls do not jump school. At the pre- 
sent time, there are only four special 
tax school districts in the county 
which have not adopted compulsory 
school attendance. All children from 
S to 14 years of age will be compelled 
to attend school, or to show cause why 
they do not attend eighty days of each 
year. 
The law applies to white and 


colored children alike. 


Mr. Galbreath is now engaged in 


making a school census of the county. 
He will have to visit every home in 
the county, obtain the name and age 
of every child between the ages of 6 
and 21. date of birth, name of parents, 
etc. He will make this report in trip- 
licate, one copy going to the County 
School Board records, One to the State 
suptrintendant, and one to be kept by 
the truant officer. At the opening of 
school, the truant officer will furnish 
to the principal of the school the name 
of every child who should be in at- 
tendance; every Friday, the principal 
will report back to the truant officer 
the name of each child absent 
The 


truant officer will then visit the home 
and find out why the child was absent. 
If the cause is not deemed sufficient, 
the truant officer wil be compelled by 
law to swear out a warrant for the par- 
ent or guardian, who upon conviction 
"before the Criminal Court of Record, 
must be fined not loss than $1.00 nor 
moro than $3.00 
for each 
offense. 


Each day's absence will constitute a 
separate offense. 


The truant officer is payed $150.00 


GROCERS MUST KEEP 


LIST OF SUGAR SALES 


Effective last Thursday the alloiv- 


ance of sugar is two pounds per per- 
son per month and housewives are go- 
ing to be kept busy planning their 
menus and using all sorts of sugar 
substitutes—honey, 
syrup, molasses 


and other kinds of sweetening. 
The 


new sugar regulations are in accord- 
ance with a new order issued by State 
Food Administrator Braxton Beach im, 


who, 
of course, is acting upon instruc- 


tions from the national food admin- 
istration. A new feature of the Au- 
gust sugar regulation is the fact MiLt 
every grocer has been instructed to 
keep a record of each and every per- 
son to whom he sells sugar and the 
amount sold. The names are to be 
carefully kept on file, and at the end 
of the month will be listed and sub- 
mitted to the food administrator. The 
lists from the different grocers will 
then be checked. If it is found that 
persons have been buying at the dif- 
ferent stores and exceeding their al- 
lotment, government officials will pro- 
ceed to press the cases against the 
offenders.

ESTINGLY 
ABOUT 
LIFE 
AND 


TRAINING IN CAMP AT FORT 


SILL. 


The following interesting letter from 


Sidney Williams of Oak Hill, who is 
in the quartermasters' school of fire 
at Fort Sill, Oklahoma, to his grand- 
mother, Mrs. F. M. Coleman, gives a 
good idea of the surroundings and 
training under which the young man 
is working: 


"Your letter came alright, and the

most like talking to home folks to 
read it. 
I am glad Pokey Pattillo 


likes the school so well. 


"This is an old army post and was 


used in 18S3 when the settlers were 
at war with the Indians. Some of the 
old stockades are still here and a lot 
of old cannons like you see at St. 'u- 
gustine. 


"The School of Fire is for the of- 


ficers. It is where they learn to com- 
mand the batteries of big guns. They 
use out here 3-inch, 6-inch and rapid 
fire guns. We took a course in mo- 
torcycling at Camp Funston and as 
soon as we passed the examination 
were assigned to this school of fire. 
I rifle a motorcycle with side car and 
take a lieutenant colonel out on the 
target range with me. I got down be- 
hind one of the 6-inch guns and one 
can see the ball as it leaves the gun, 
and, 
believe me, they 
shake the 


ground. 


"I saw a prairie dog settlement yes- 


terday, and I think they are awful 
cute; tried to catch one—but there 
wasn't a thing doing. They sure can 


run. 


"We have had only one rain since 


I came into camp 21 days ago, the 
dust is a foot thick and the weather 
is about twice as hot as in Florida. 
This is a good country to read about, 
but not so much to live in. We have 
a swimming hole down in a mountain 
creek where we go swimming nearly 
every day, but the water isn't very 
clear and when we come out we have 
to take soap and real water to clean 
off. 


"I haven't been on K. P. (kitchen 


police) since I came in this camp. 
Something wonderful, and I rather 
miss it. 


"One of the boys bought an electric 


iron, and you should see us washing 
and ironing our clothes. I will make 
some girl a good wife when the war 
is over. 
I gathered a lot of cactus 


plants and am sending them along; 
hope they will live through the trip. 
I tried to get a horned toad, but am 
a little afraid of them. 


"Today being Sunday we had some 


dinner—chicl>on, 
mashed 
potatoes, 


dark brown gravy, light bread, iced 
tea, oranges and ice cream. I believe 
we eat better than the people in civil 
life. 


"I have had one accident since I 


came into camp—turned my machine 
over the side of a hill and hit a tree. 
Didn't hurt me or the tree, but tore 
my machine up bad. 1 was courtmar- 
tialed for it but out-talked the col- 
onel and got away with an accident 
while on duty. 


"Regards to the boys and love to all 


the folks.

TWO BROTHERS MEET 


NEAR THE TRENCHES 


CORP. OLIVER 
HARDY WRITES 


PARENTS ABOUT MEETING HIS 


BROTHER VICTOR IN BATTLE 


ZONE. 


Apart for two years without seeing 


each other and most of that time not 
knowing where the other one was 
located, to meet in the battle zone in 
France, was the experience of the 
Hardy brothers of this city, Oliver 
and Victor, sons of Mr. and Mrs. R. 
P. Hardy. Both boys are in the ser- 
vice of the United States army, Oliver 
having enlisted before Victor decided 
to offer his services to his country. 
In writing to their parents here each 
of the boys, knowing the other was 
"somewhere in France," asked for the 
brother's address, in the hope that 
they might be near enough together 
for a meeting. 


The circumstances of the meeting 


and other interesting features of his 
life at the front is told in the follow- 
ing letters from Corp. Oliver Hardy to 
his mother: 


Somewhere in France, June 30. 


Dear Mother: 


It gives me pleasure to be able to 


write you again this morning. 
I 


wrote you a letter from England, but 
it is uncertain whether it ever got to 


you. 


I reached my company a few days 


ago, in France, and, believe me, I 
certainly am glad to be with them 
again. 
I have been chasing after 


them since the 20th of May. 


We are in a rest camp a few miles 


behind the.firing line. We see battles 
between airplanes every day, but it is 
rather quiet down the trenches. There 
is an hour in the early morning and 
again at night when we hear the big 
guns, but the rest of the day is. quiet. 


One of our companies came out of> 


the trenches Friday and they say the 
Germans won't put up any fight at all. 
They use their big guns, alright, but 
when the Sammies go over after them, 
with bayonets the Germans give up 
without any trouble. 


They tell us the Germans have used 


gas only two or three times here in 
three months. 


We thought we would be on the 


front to celebrate the Fourth of July, 
but it is doubtful now if we get there 
for quite a while. 


Of course I can't say anything about 


where I am. or when I expect to leave, 
and as I want this letter to get to you 
as soon as possible, I will make it 
short. 
When you write to me give 


me Victor's address 
and give him 


mine. If I know what outfit he is in I 
can be on the lookout for him. 


This leaves me well and in good 


spirits. We have good sleeping quar- 
ters ami plenty to eat.

At the Front, July 7. 


Dear Mother: 


It is with pleasure that I am able 


to again write you a few lines to- 
night. 


I wrote you a letter last week, but 


I have nothing much to do during the 
day but rest and sleep, and I have a. 
great surprise to tell you. 


I was out last night digging trenches 


and so slept late this morning. About 
8 o'clock I was dreaming of Victor 
and someone pullad the blankets off 
my face, and I awoke and there Vic- 
tor was standing by my bunk. 


You can imagine how surprised I 


was avd how glad I was to see him. 
he came down on a motorcycle and 
could stay only a few minutes with 
me. He surely looks hale and hearty, 
and I think he is weU satisfied. 


He has a motorcycle to ride over 


the country with the officers and is 
delighted with his work. 
He is lo- 


cated in a little village a couple of 
miles from here, so perhaps I will get 
to see him again. My company will 
go into the trenches this week for a. 
few days and when we come back I 
will look him up. if I can get a pass 
to go. With love from
